Now, Henry, I appeal to thy own Conſci- 
ence, if it be not ſeared with Pride, whether 
you did not defign a Controverſie with me ? 


And whether this Letter of yours was not an 


Introduction to it, before I ever ſaw your 


Face? And did not you alſo follow me from 


Houſe to Houſe, and from Place to Place, 
daring and challenging me, as well as by Let- 
ters to my Houſe, and at laſt did you not 
Print your Challenge ? Lookand ſee p. 19, 27, 


28. How then canſt thou have the Impudence 


to ſay I was the firſt Challenger? Hadſt not 
thou have better ſaid, indeed I did Chal- 
lenge him; but it was becauſe I did think he 
would not have taken ſuch a Journey, and have 
been at this Charge; but now I muſt own our 
Books are ſo Blaſphemous, our Principles ſo 
Sedirious, our Behaviour ſo Unchriſtian, and 
our Practice ſo Scandalous, that I dare not 
meet F. B. and therefore pray Neighbours have 
me excuſed ? This, yea, this, 2s it is the true 
meaning of all your now Shuffling, ſo would 
it be a means to extenuate your bold Attempts. 
As to the ſecond Particular, your Chal- 
lenge, p. 19. ſhall be the firſt we will go up- 
on, and then we will begin with your p. 3. 
and mine News, Numb. 1. p. 20. you may 
take any Number not exceeding fix as they 
lye, and then I will take the like Number as 
they lye; for I have as much right to Chal- 
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lenge and to Charge you, as you have to 
Challenge and Charge me; but as you were 
the firſt Challenger, you may begin firſt ; but 
not take up all the time; no ſuch matter; but 
withal, I defire that what either of us cannot 
Detend, we may Condemn under our Hands. 
And as tothe third Particular, that I'muſt 
give you Book, Author, Titles and Quorati- 
ons, I think there is no need, fince they are 
Charges in General, and nor out of Books of 
your own writing; beſides many Books have 
no Names to them, then it is impoflible for 
to give you the Author's Name; yet I ſhall 
ſatisfie the Auditory that they are Lakers 
Books ; but notwithſtanding, if you under your 
Hand will diſown ſuch a Book as none of 
yours, I ſhall not infiſt on it, but lay it by; 
and as to Quotations, they are ſo many and ſo 
numerous, which contain the Blaſphemies 
and Seditious Principles, that contain your 
contempt of Magiſtrates and Miniſters, that 
contain your contempt of Scripture and Ordi- 
nances, that ſhould 1 go about to Number the 
Quotations, I muſt write a Folio by it ſelf; 
neither have I all the Books by me that I ſhall 
want there, but muſt go to Oxford to bor- 
row them ; but if you will meet me at Ox- 
ford, the 1ſt, ad or 3d Day of July next, 
you ſhall ſee the Books, and take out what 
Quotations you pleaſe, as well as when I am 
in your Country, and at the Conference; for 
I will not be againſt any reaſonable mins; 
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but for your Peremptory Summons to meet 
you at See ford; indeed, I do intend to come 
to Slecford, but I will not be confined to 
obey you in that particular ; but what place 
there-away that I find moſt convenient, that 
place I will be at: It you ſay you will not go 
a ſtep out of your Town, do as you will for 
that; nomore do I think you will meet me in 
your Town; nor do I yet. know but that See- 
ford may be as Convenient as any other place; 
and if ſo, I ſhall meet you there; but that 
{hall be left to me: And there will be ſome 
other things to agree upon, if your Honour 
pleaſe, when I come; but to leave you with- 
out excuſe as much as poſlible, 1 will give 
you the Titles of the Books, and the Names 
of the Authors, which I intend to have there, 
not excluding any other Book or Books which 
may ftill come to Hand, and time alſo to 
ſtudy the Doctrine contained in them, and 
to ſearch the Pages, and to prepare for your 
defence; bur I am afraid that when you get 
them, and ſee the Doctrine contained in 
them, and find you are not able to defend 
them. that you will the more ſhuffle, and be 
ſtill further from making your Defence; but 
whether you meet me, or not meet me, it 
will be much the ſame: I ſhall (God aſſiſt- 
ing) prove both my Charge, and 56 Particu- 
lars, to the Satisfiction of all good Chriſtians, 
ſince you have Challenged me to it, c.

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A Poſtſcript to their Hearers. 


Riends, you have ſeen how Henry Pickworth by his 
T Letter dated the 7th of Auguſt, 1700. (before he 
ever ſaw my Face, or I his) to be preſented ro my Hand, 
as an Introduction to his deſign, as he tells you in his 
Narrative, p. 3. and if you read it through you may ſee 
with what Eagerneſs he purſued me; and in p. 27, 28. 
how he tells me, I will abide Challenging long enough; 
that I am timerous; and thereupon he thinks himſelf 
obliged ro tell me, in a Domineering way, that he ex- 
pets my coming to Sleeford, and a Months notice there- 
of, or elſe to lye under his charge as a ſelt-condemn'd 
Perſon ; this I think clears up his Challenging me; not 
to mention his turbulent Behaviour to me at Sleeford, 
and his ſeveral Letters ſent to me to Milden-Hall to the 
ſame purpoſe; yer now in his Reply, p. 11. he tells me, 
that he not only expects to have me come, but to ſend 
him a Month before a Diſtinct account of all thoſe Quota- 
tions, T am to prove my Charges with, as alſo the Titles, 
Pages and Names of the Authors. | Fl 
Now it appears to me that he begins to flag, and draw

his Neck out of the Collar, becauſe he impoſes Impoſſi- 


bilities upon me. 1. Many of your Books have no 
Names to them as Authors. 2. Becauſe its Impracticable 
as well as Impoſſible for me to write al the Title Pages 
of thoſe Quakers Books which contain Matter of Fact to 
prove my Charge in the time by me prefixed, as well as 
to produce all the Quotations, which would take ſome

Years ſtudy: Beſides, it would amount to a Book 
in Folio, which to Print would coſt ſome Hundreds of

However, I have given him an Account of thoſe Books, 
Titles arid Authors, I ſhall chiefly inſiſt upon; and there- 
fore, as it is more than I did once think to do, fo I do 
deſire you to obſerve his ſhuffling and evading, (ef which 
J yet expect more} which may open your Eyes; and if he 
do meet me, I deſire you (fer your own fakes) to lay 
aſide Prejudice, and ſtand open ro Conviction ; and not 
to think too highly of your ſelves, but, like the noble 
kg ſearch the holy Scriptures, and thereby examine 

e Doctrine of your Teachers, and prove all things, and 
hold faſt that which is good; this advice is Apoſtolical, 
borrowed from Sr. Paul. You are not unſenſible how 
your Teachers have told you, that what Fa. Bugg writes 
are Lies; and now if your Teacher will ſtand the Trial, 
(as in point of Honour and Juſtice he is obliged) you 
will have an opportunity put into your Hand, to ſee for your 
ſelves, whether it be ſo or no; again, you cannot be un- 
ſenſible with what ſcorn and contempt —4 have treated 
me all along; and now, as in p. 12. ibid. He firſt hid 
himſelf.in an Houſe of Office, when upon the word of a 
Chriſtian, and as, I hope for Salvation, I only went to 
the Houſe of Office, as at other times to receive the 
benefit of Nature, and that I had not the jeaft thoughts 
of the Quakers waiting upon me or coming to me; nor 
did I ever ſhun them at that or any other time; all this 
I will depoſe upon my Oath: If AH. P. will rake his 
Atteſtation, that he believes I did; let this then be the 
Teſt to try us both; if he refuſe it, then you may have 
thereby aGlimpſe of your Teachers deſigns, from firſt to laſt, 

Come, Friends, conſider of things, and do not think 
your ſelves wiſer than all the Chriſtians Churches ſince 
the Davs of Chriſt, who practiſed reading and expoun- 
ding the holy Scriptures in tlieir Aſſemblies, and the In- 
ſtirurions cf our dear Redeemer, as Baptiſm and the 
Supper, which your Teachers have taught you to Reject.
